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The Report of the Committee on Literature was taken up, and 
after being discussed, the yeas and nays were called upon the first 
item. Sixty-three voted for its adoption, and twenty-four against 
it. The second item was amended, and the Report adopted as fol- 
lows : 

1. In the matter of the Book Directory Report, on the condition 
of “ The Methodist Protestant and Book Concern,” your Committee 
have been met by an appeal, embodied in the report itself, for an 
expression of opinion from the Conference, touching the propriety 
of an acknowledged appropriation of six hundred dollars, made by 
the Directory to the agent and acting editors. Rev. Dr. J. J. Mur- 
ray and Rev. Daniel Bowers. As your Committee, to whom this 
report has been referred, w'e have carefully considered the financial 
exhibit presented, and the views expressed by the Directory. 
After comparing the report of last year — the condition of the Con- 
cern, and the policy then outlined — with its present condition and 
manifest antagonisms between the action and recommendations of 
the Directory, then and now, your Committee cannot approve the 
expenditure of six hundred dollars for the purpose already indi- 
cated, unless the Directory were convinced that a failure to make 
the appropriation would have arrested the publication of the paper; 
but that nothing herein is intended as having the force of censure 
upon the Directory, or as involving anything more than a difference 
of judgment as to the appropriation made. 

2. That we urge increased efforts upon the part of our ministers 
to increase the number of subscribers to the Methodist Protestant. 

3. Y^our Committee recommend, in view of a decrease of 204 
subscribers to the Methodist Protestant, and no appreciable increase 
in the general business of the Concern the present year, that the 
Direetory rigidly adhere to their own recommendations, as submit- 
ted to and unanimously approved by the Annual Conference of 
1868; namely, to keep the expenses of the Concern down to the 
minimum, until the Convention on the Book Coneern, to meet in 
connection with the General Conference of 1870; being satisfied 
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that no measures can be devised that will be so effective in securing 
moral and material support to the paper and Concern, as to con- 
vince our people that we mean painstaking economy and mutual 
sacrifices in its management. 

4. Your Committee desire to express the full confidence of the 
body they represent in the integrity and faithfulness of the Direc- 
tory, and approve, in the most unqualified manner, the editorial 
conduct of the Church organ ; and if we have been constrained to 
differ from them, in the items of exception referred to in this re- 
port, we disclaim anything but an honest dissent from their action 
and views in the premises. 

5. Your Committee would also remind the Conference that, by 
the charter of the Book Concern, all vacancies occurring in the 
l^oard of Directors are ultimately to be filled by a choice and vote 
of this Conference ; and that, by a resolution of the Book Concern 
Convention of 1855, the action of this body upon the report of the 
Directory is to be published in the Church paper, jointly with the 
report itself. 

In reference to the Western Maryland College, your Committee 
recommend the passage of the following preamble and resolutions, 
viz.: 

Whereas the Board of Trustees of the Western Maryland Col- 
lege. recently incorporated by the General Assembly of Maryland, 
did, in August last, purchase the buildings and grounds formerly 
owned by Fayette R. Buell, Esq., and did on the 14th day of Sep- 
tember, 1868, open the first session of said College under the pat- 
ronage of the Methodist Protestant Church ; said Board of Trus- 
tees comprising among its number eleven ministerial members of 
the Maryland Annnal Conference ; and 

Whereas, in the judment of your Committee, an opportunity is 
now oflFered for the establishment of an institution of learning in 
connection with our Church, such as has never before been pres- 
ented, therefore, 
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1. Resolved^ That this Conference heartily endorses the Western 
Maryland College as an Institution of the Church, under the man- 
agement and control of a Board of Trustees and Faculty having our 
entire confidence.

3. Resolved, That we most earnestly recommend the Western 
Maryland College to the patronage of those having children to ed- 
ucate, and that the Conference request the ministers and members 
of the Church throughout its jurisdiction to use their utmost en- 
deavors to secure pupils for said Institution . 

4. Resolved, That the Conference request of the Board of Trus- 
tees to make arrangements, as soon as practicable, by which young 
men preparing for the Ministry may be received as students on such 
terms as will enable those of limited means to enter ; and that, in 
order to this, contributions be solicited to be devoted to the special 
purpose of aiding the Board in such arrangement.

OBITUARY OF REV. FRANCIS WATERS, D. D. 

Dr. Waters was born January 16th, 1792, near Quantico, then 
Somerset, now Wicomico county, Md. He was descendent of a 
long line of ancient and prominent families of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. He was the second son and third child of Hon. Francis H. 
Waters of Somerset county, Md. ; and his mother was originally 
Miss Sarah Dennis of Accomac connty, V'a. 

He received a grammar-school preparation, with a sufficient 
knowledge of Greek, Latin, &c., at Washington Academy, Princess 
Anne, Somerset county, Md., to enter the junior class of Pennsyl- 
vania University, Philadelphia, in 1808, from which institution he 
graduated in proper time. After graduation, he read law with 
Judge Whittington, of Snow Hill, Worcester county, Md. ; and 
though he abandoned the law for the ministry, he was prevailed 
upon to take charge of Washington Academy, Somerset county, 
Md., until the year 1818, in which year he became Principal of 
Washington College, Chestertown, Kent county, Md. He was 
elected to this high position December 30th, 1817, beibre he was 
twenty-six (26) years of age, and took his seat October 1st, 1818. 
On the 1st of October, 1823, he resigned his presidency, and re- 
turned to Somerset, where he remained till 1828 or 1829, when he 
moved to Baltimore city and opened a private school, which' he 
subsequently removed, in 1835, to J’ranklin, near Baltimore. In 
1846 or 1847, he returned to Baltimore, and joined Drs. Ball and 
Lipscomb in a female academy; but in 1849 he was elected Princi- 
pal of Baltimore High School, which he resigned, 1853, at the 
earnest request of the Church, for the Presidency of Madison Col- 
lege, Union Town, Pa. Himself and family becoming dissatisfied 
with the severance of old associations, he soon resigned his posi- 
tion, and at the pressing solicitation of the trustees and friends of 
Washington College, Chestertown, Md., he consented to a second 
election, December, 1853, to the Presidency of that institution ; 

i 
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and, accordingly, took charge in January, 185-1:, where he remained -j 
till January 30th, 18G0, at which time he resigned again, and re- > 
turned to Baltimore, where he remained up to the time of his 
death. 

Dr. Waters was married twice, viz.: September 15th, 1818, to

Miss Margaret Chairs, daughter of John Chairs, Esq., of Queen 
Anne’s county, Md. ; and December 26th, 1833, to Miss Elizabeth 
Chairs, sister of the former. He outlived all his children but two — 

Dr. E. G. Waters, of Cambridge, Md., and Mrs. Margaret C. Sud- 
ler, of Somerset county, Md. 

He became pious at the early age of from 14 to 16 years, and 
experienced the regenerating power of gospel grace in the Old 
Fairmount Church, Somerset county, Md., under the ministry of 
Rev. George Wooly or John Collins. He was licensed to preach 
while yet a youth, and preached his first sermon from Matth. xi: 

28, 29, 30. 

, Going to Baltimore on business, he there met with one of the 
bishops, with whom he was intimate — Bishop George, perhaps, 
and though he had left his papers at home, the Bishop proposed to 
ordain him, which he did in the presence of a few friends. 

He received the degree of D. D. from Washington College, May I 
2d, 1822, when little more than 30 years of age. 

Dr. Waters became a decided advocate of Church Reform at an 
early stage of the controversy, lecturing and writing in its behalf. 

He removed from Somerset to Baltimore shortly after the cruel ex- 
pulsions of the Reformers, and ±iu\r. Mr. Hanson, and other pro- 
minent Methodist Episcopal ministers, sought an early interview 
with him, to conciliate him, and, if possible, to retain him in the 
mother church. They assured him that it was against their wishes 
and • feelings to proscribe him from their pulpits ; and that if he 
would not preach for the Reformers, they would gladly accord to 
him the respect that was his due, and cordially receive him into 
the pulpits that he had been accustomed to fill with so much ability 
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and acceptability upon former visits to the city. But he indig- 
nantly repelled the propositions, and cast his lot with the expelled 
founders of the Maryland Annual Conference. 

He was President of the Convention that adopted our Constitu- 
tion and Discipline in 1830, and proposed the word Protestant as a 
substitute for llepresentative in the name of the new church ; 
which was adopted. Hence, Methodist Protestant Church. He 
was also the author of the address on the ordinances and institu- 
tions of the Church, &c., found in the latter part of the Discipline. 
He was subsequently President of the General Conference in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, in 1846, and of the General Conference in George- 
town, D. C., in 1862. 

Converted in early life. Dr. Waters soon became a prominent 
preacher, and crowds, especially of the educated, thronged the 
houses where he preached. He frequently occupied the pulpits of 
the Protestant Episcopalians, both in the city of Baltimore and on 
the Eastern Shore of Maryland, and many of his friends and ad- 
mirers in that communion expressed regret that he had not entered 
their ministry, and the pleasure their authorities would have expe- 
rienced in elevating him to the Episcopacy. But he was decidedly 
a Methodist in all the essentials of Methodism, was familiar with 
most of the early Methodist ministers, and fond of recounting the 
scenes of his youth, giving reminiscences of the earlier preachers 
and churches. 

When he appeared at the sacred desk, his fine form ; his calm, 
intelligent, thoughtful countenance; his serenely graceful manner; 
his evident reverence for God ; his devout handling of the sacred 
books ; indeed his whole manner and appearance shed a feeling of 
quiet solemnity through the congregation — a sense of being in the 
house of God, in the presence of a man of God, to guide their souls 
in becoming hymns of praise, to lead them adoringly to the throne 
of grace, and open to them the treasure of the Saving Word. 

As a preacher, he had high qualificatioqs : such as a clear and 
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full experience of the saving power of the gospel ; a thorough 
literary and theological education ; appropriate and extensive read- 
ing; a thoughtful, lucid, instructive style of utterance; a simple, 
grave, impressive dignity. You listened to him as you would read 
a first-class commentary ; his enunciation was perfect, and though 
his style did not admit of much gesticulation, yet his gestures were 
very emphatic, finely illustrating and impressing what he said. All 
were sure that he understood the subject in hand; and, that it 
would be clearly and earnestly discussed. His command and choice 
of words were remarkable; and gave a classic beauty to his diction, 
seldom equalled ; and when he fully caught the inspiration Of his 
subject, he enchained the attention, and stirred the emotions of his 
audience, as few men could do. 

In stature. Dr. Waters was six feet or mere ; tall and straight ; of 
light complexion, with a mild thoughtful countenance. 

Few men, if any, commanded such universal respect as did our 
reverend brother, Dr. Francis Waters ; all seemed to think his mind, 
and heart, and life, above criticism. Socially, he was attractive to 
old and young, intelligent and ignorant; and all were entertained 
and benefitted by his company. Any manifestation of temper or 
impatience ; any harsh or unkind expression by him, would have 
surprised beyond measure, those who knew him. 

We had but one Dr. Waters; such a noble mind, so stored with 
useful knowledge ; so ready to teach, and so lucid and comprehen- 
sive in imparting instruction ; so affable and approachable, so dig- 
nified and genial, so pure in his principles and motives, and so kind 
in his feelings ; the combination of rare intelligence, purity and 
benevolence, dignity, modesty and affability — possessing all the vir- 
tues and commendable attributes of humanity, sanctified and regula- 
ted by an earnest, devout piety. 

Dr. Waters died April the 23d, 1868. His disease was softening 
of the brain from a severe fall, ending in apoplexy and immediate 
death, superinduced by a severe attack of pneumonja a few weeks 
before, 



In his last sickness, during a short and promising period of con- 
valescence, he expressed great spiritual enjoyment, and said, that 
at times, he could scarcely control the impulse to shout aloud the 
praise of God. The nature of his disease precluded the possibility 
of any religious expressions in his last moments } but the purity, 
devotion and spirituality of his active life, together with his holy 
enjoyment during the first part of his sickness, needed not the ad- 
dition of triumphant song in the hour of dissolution, to assure us 
of his complete salvation. 



With the remark, that Dr. Waters educated many of the first 
men in' Maryland, we may appropriately close this obituary with a 
few extracts from the euology by Dr. Montgomery Johns, before 
the Maryland Public School Teachers’ Association. 



EXTRACT FROM ADDRESS. 

“ Since we last met, one of our number has passed from our 
midst, in a ripe old age, full of years and honors; known and 
beloved by many, respected by all in this community, the most 
extensively known teacher, friend of education. College Professor 
and President, whose friends and admirers may be reckoned by hun- 
dreds upon both shores of our State. It is almost needless to say 
reference is here made to the late venerable President of Washington 
College at Chestertown, the REV. FRANCIS WATERS, D. D. 

Appropriate resolutions, at the fitting time, will express the 
respect of this Association for the memory of one of the oldest 
of the seniors of our profession in Maryland. The speaker should 
refrain from a personal testimonial to his manly excellencies, or 
would not venture upon so delicate a theme as an euology upon 
so eminent a teacher, known so widely and so intimately to you alb 
did I not feel authorized here to refer to my own intimate and pecu- 
liar relations wit|i him, begun more than ten years ago. Upon this 
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ground, then, I take the liberty of referring to the late Dr. Waters 
as in many points of manly, sctiolarly and Christian excellence a 
model to us all. 

He* ******** 

Intellectually and morally he was a singularly methodical and 
correct person, in opinion, taste and conduct. His was a well-bal- 
anced mind. His mental faculties were each in happy cfjuipoisc; 
no attribute of a highly cultivated intellect was wanting, none were 
in excess; but all were blended into the structure of a well-informed 
scholar — beautiful and symmetrical as a Grecian temple, when pedi- 
ment is adapted and proportioned to base, portico fashioned in well- 
considered harmony with each fluted column and ornate capital, no 
triglyph nor moulding wanting, and no minor detail thrust into 
needless prominence by ill-judged ornamentation. In manner, dress 
and syle of living, he was as admirable as he was noble in intellect. 
Ever courteous and scrupulously careful of the rights and feelings 
of all with whom he was associated, his fellow-teachers, scholars, 
young and old, school trustees and parents, all felt and acknowl- 
edsred the charm which marked this gentleman of the old school of 

O ^ % 

Maryland manners. In costume he was neat, even to precision; and 
by his constant example enforced upon the young the importance 
which he attached to the minor proprieties of social intercourse. In 
the recitation room he w’as self-possessed, brief, accurate and clear. 
His manner and quiet voice recommended order; his personal dig- 
nity sustained the same. He was patient with the slow and dull; 
firm, but kind, in administering punishment; and so well known for 
his calm, impartial judgment, that in many years of association with 

him I know of ?io case of appeal from his decision. 

** ******* * 

His literary and scientific ac({uiremeuts were varied; his knowl- 
edge of his eminent contemporaries, (the bright lights of an era just 
closing around us,) as drawn from reading and personal intercourse, 
was a fund of unceasing gratiftcatjon to us, his juniors. As may bf; 
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said of most teachers, if they will, his associates were the noblest 
and best men and women of his time in every honorable pursuit; 
and he cultivated such friendships wisely and assiduously, and with 
manifest advantage both to his influence and his personal reputa- 
tion.’'

OBITUARY OF REV. THOMAS II. BURGESS. 



Thomas II. Burgess was horn February 12th, 1828, and was 
called to his reward July 11th, 18G8. ‘He was converted to Gcd 
December 5th, 1857, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Subsequently he united with the Methodist Protestant Church on 
Union Circuit. In 18G0, by executive appointment, he served as 
Assistant Preacher on Union Circuit, and the following spring he 
was received into the Conference, and sent to Harmony Circuit. 
Circumstances called him from this field before the end of the year. 
The next spring he was left without an appointment, at his own re- 
quest, and the next was transferred to the unstationed list.' His 
heart being in the work, he could not he idle. He devoted himself 
to the development of Millsboro’ Mission, where he was signally 
successful in winning souls to Christ. In the spring of 18G8 he 
was again received into the Conference, and appointed to Snow 
Hill and Whaleyville Circuit, where he at once ended his work and 
life ; having preached three times on the most distant part of his 
work, the Sabbath immediately preceding his death. “Malignant 
erysipelas of the face and head, complicated with congestion of 
brain and lungs," caused his death. Three days after taking to his 
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bed, ke was called into eternity. His death was triumphant. With 
songs of joy he went down to the river, and with holy exultation 
passed from our view. Says a brother, “The most beautiful descrip' 
tion of Heaven I have ever heard was given by Brother Burgess the 
day before he died. He seemed to be looking into the Holy City, | 
and to have a present realization of its joys. The large company 
wept audibly as he exhorted them to meet him in glory.'* 

Brother Burgess was a good citizen, a consistent Christian, a zeal- 
ous and useful preacher. No man commanded the confidence of the 
community to a greater degree, and no minister of Christ could 
more deeply impress a congregation in the community where he was 
best known. To his liberal views and persevering efforts we are 
largely indebted for tne development of eur work on old Union Cir- ' 
cuit. Scores of souls rise up to bless him, and many weep at men- 
tion of his name. Encouraged by his example and animated by his 
triumphant death, let us all reconsecrate ourselves to the work of 
the Master. Commending his grief-stricken wife to God, and the 
word of his grace, we pray that God may call his only surviving 
child to fill his father’s vacant place on the walls of Zion.
